Hongkong, Nov. 17.— Chiheee officials 
aver that a certain power has demanded

the citj'. 

St. I'etersburg, Nov. 17. — The Russian 
troops are encountering a robber repub- 
lic lyinj,' south of Kiriu, Manchuria, in 
the uiouutainoua region. The president 
of this congress of banditti is a certain 
Cliaidengue. 

Act'ordinf; to general staff despatches, 
Lt.-Col. IJuroff, with two companicfi of 
infantry and a sothia and a half of Cots- 
hiicU.s, while reconnoitering recently, col- 
lided with Cliaidengue, and two battal- 
ions of Chinetse regular troojw, who were 
operating with him. 

Lt.-Col. Duroff captured two guns in 
the engagement. Gen. Fob, a few dayw 
later, with a jnixed Russian force, en- 
gaged of Ohaidengue's followers In the 
same pa.ss in -which Lt.-Col. Duroff had 
lought the bandits. Gen. Fob also tooli 
two guns. Gen. Rennenkampf, with live 
.sothias of Cossacks, had a sharp fight on 
November 11. 2(f versts from Kiriii, on 
the Quirin-Mukden road, ■^vith Cliiiiese re- 
fiular troops. Twenty Cossacks were 
Idlled and 20 were wounded. A recon- 
naisance devidoped the fact that ^logeas-

Genevieve Bincau de 
Vianuoy. A suit for partition was pend- 
ing between the Count and Countess. 

The shooting of the Countess de Cor- 
nulier created consternation in social cir- 
cles, where both the Count and the 
Cou-utGS3 were known. The Countess 
was of unusual beauty and was often 
seen at the theatres, race courses and; 
other resortt) frequented by the elite of 
Paris. She was the rhuightcr of Count 
de ■\''ianney, -whose family ih highly re- 
spected. She wae married 14 years ago, 
and three children are the result of the 
union, the eldest of -whom is ' IS. -years ■ 
old. The m.irringe proved A unhappy 
one, and. acting upon the advice of her 
father," the'rCduntieMs separated from her 
husband four years ago, and recently a 
decree was rendered giving her posees- 
sion of the children. 

The Count then began his espionage, 
and discovered that the Countess fre- 
quently viwted M. Leroux, one of her 
former admirers. Count dc Cornulier 
claimed that u liason was maintained by 
the couple, but the best information is 
that Leroiix acted as the legal adviser of 
the Countess.

It is a well known fact that hardly a 
Cbiii.iman outside tiie province >r Chib 
l.i believiw lhal thi^ allies have had any 
suc('e.-..s at all. I'aiiers have been received 
ill Sliaiighai givini; details ot the al- 
l(>ged capture of Admiral Seymour, Gen. 
Cii.-ill'ee and others, as .sensational as any 
of I lie wonderful stories wlii(-li emanated 
1 roin the Shanghai liar a few inoiitha ago, 
uc;?cribiiig the butchery of tlie ministo.-K 
and families. Two Chinamen were be- 
headed recently in 'Shanghai for publish- 
ing wilful slanders and fnleehoods in 
slating that Pekin had fallen into the 
h.inds of the allicH and that the Empress 
Dowager and ICmperor had lied. 

Tile removal of tlie Empress and court 
from Sliangso to Shensi is looked upon 
by fiaeign merchants, and oven by most 
of the converts, as a danger and a men- 
ace. A aierchaiit who has been 30 years 
in Cliina told a corrcMpondont that it 
wiiK a iilace inipivsihle for foreign troops 
to reach, if thej- so desired, and the only 
way to go was about five hundred inilefi 
up the Yang Tse river, and llieii fivi' 
luiiidreil miles by land. If this were at- 
leniplcd, however, they would have to 
light the greater part of the way. He 
licdieves tlie Empress has a hold on the 
situation, and is only endeavoring to 
lunkc terms in the name of the Emperor, i 
to gain time, and trusts that in the mean- 
while some of the powers may get fight- ^ 
ing among themselves. 

The Empress has irsned an edict, pro- 
claiming lier departure from I'ekin not 
as a lliglit, but merely to bo in a more 
central position, and informing all otli- 
cials that the court i.s menaced by foj-- 
eigners, but that not enough of tlieni ex- 
ist in the- world to disturb the serenity 
of tlie Chinese court. Some English mis- 
sionaricH who have been in the country, 
and who are at Shanghai, say that the 
lOiiipress has better knowledge of the 
sitinition, the character of the people and 
the iiossibilities than any other liumaii 
being. These iiiis,sinnaries believe that 
l;i-r remov.U of the court into the interior 
means that she thiiik.s that with time on 
her side, she will come off victorious. 
They laugh at the fio-nalled overtures 
from the Emperor, whom they assort ban 
as little to say regarding affairs of state 
a s n ny school boy.

CABLE TO ALASKA. 

General Grcely's Advice to United States 
Government. 

V\'judiington, Nov. 10.— Gen. A. W. 
Oreely, chief signiil ollleer of llie army, 
in bis annual report described at great 
length the iirogre.-^,^ in eoustrueting mili- 
tary telegraph lines iu Alaska, and ri'- 
conimends in the strongest terms that an 
ocean cable be laid from Seattle to Skag- 
wa.v. The cable, he says, should jiass 
outside of Vancouver Island and Queen 
Charlotte Islands, so UH to avoid anv in- 
ternational complications. He figures 
Ih.it it would be 1.150 miles long, audi 
th It it could be laid for about .$500,000. 

(ien. Groely also recommends that a 
cable be laid from Skmgwny to Juneau, 
"'riiifi," ho Hays, "would not only con- 
nect the military post at Skagway with 
•luneaii, but would enable the territorial 
inithorities to reach, via Skagway and 
Dawson, the point.s in the Yukon valley 
now so remote that, as a rule, not more 
Ihiin two or three letters upon any sub- 
ject can he exchanged in the course of 
a ycHir. A cable from Slcagway to Val- 
(iez would be about (l.'iO milets long, and 
would nnst about .'i''.'?nO,Onn. 

"Tliene cabh? coiinection.s seem abso- 
lutely cftscntial if the ITiiited Stativ in- 
tend to encourage commercial and other 
enterprises in Alaska v.-ith a view to di!- 
v(dopmont. and its becoming, as is pos- 
sible, a territory of the greatest linanei.al 
value to the American republic. 

"Tlie attention of the- 'secretary of war 
is parncstly called to' a 'cohsideration of 
this project.

LAST CARGO OF SLAVES. • 

Slory Told I|y a Southern Man of an Im- 
portation Just Before the Breaking 
Out of the War. 

Prom the JnckBonvllle (Pla.) Tlmcs-IIerald. 

The importation of African slaves to the 
TJultetl States was abolished by law early 
iu the nineteenth century, as far back r,s 
IfiOS, but It was not uncommon for cargoes 
of slaves to be smuculed In for many years. 
The territory of the Southwest, fertile and 
imdeveloped, with an extended, uuprotecled 
coast, and rapidly being peopled with ulo- 
i:cer planters, cftKcr to obtain laborers, was 
a tempiutlou which Induced many a Ixjld 
MiiUor to dare the death ueually for piracy, 
and almost up lo the ouealut: at the war 
between the status an oecasiomil slilploail 
was landed on the Southeru shores. Gaut. 
Wiley G. Tooiuiii-, president of the WUsou 
& Toomer Pertlllzer Compauy, of tills city, 
told a reporter recently u story of what 
he believes to have been the lust ship thai 
'brought negro slaves to North America. 
Tbe followlug Is Capt. Toomer's narrative: 

"I um,a native of Mobile. Ala., and was 
roared in that city, and I was funilUar 
with the history of a schounur that bruUKht 
slaves to Mobile In ISoS or 18011. At the 
head of the enterprise was a Nova Scotlau 
sUipnuister and shipbuilder, whose uamu 
I do not care to disclose, because he is. 1 
thliilc. still alive. He was well known In 
-■Mobile, nnd people there had coiilldencc 
ll' ills courage nnd sn.gaclty. He Interested 
with bIm a firm, the liieuibers of which 
luul come from Maine, Iouk years before, 
iiiid who liad sucoeeded In business lu Mo- 
lille. They owned sawuiUIs and a ship- 
yard some distance down the ."O.nt of .Mo-' 
bile Bay. At their .yard and nnder the per- 
Bonal supervision of the N >vn Si-otlan, the 
schooner— X don't remember posltlvel.v her 
name, but It was to the best of my i-ocollec- 
tlou, Plorlnda, or Clothllde — was built la 
the winter of 18.">S. I was a boy of sl.vtei'ii 
or seventeen; the Nova Scotlaii was a 
friend of my father, who was Interested 
in shipping, and I knew or tbe ship's con- 
Etructlon. .My recollection Is that she hail 
a tonnage of about 125; she was {i trim and 
strong craft, though unpretenLlous lu ap- 
pearance, and she was bullt for, speed. The 
Nova Scotlan thorouglily knew his business. 
I was present and saw h'er launched. 

"Completed, the schooner was loaileil 
with commodities suitable for trading with 
the natives on the Congo, and I remember 
that whlske.v. calico, bends, trinkets, etc.. 
-ivere Included In the cargo. 

"The schooner left Mobile nnd only those 
who li-id a financial interest and a few In- 
timate fric-uds of the shipmaster, ramoni; 
Whom I was Included my father, knew her 
des^|natl9p, and, object. .-She went to tbe 



mouth of the Congo river. In Africa, now 
long she was gone It was Impossible for me 
to say at this late dar. but In due time she 

returned. 

"One morning, before daylight, the Nova 
Scotlan came to my father's house and 
awoke him. He said that lUe schooner wa 
waiting down the coast, lu Mississippi 
Sound, nnd that he landed and walked 
thirty miles to brluK the luformatlon. My 
father Immediately Informed the parties In 
.Mobile who were partners in the project 
auioug whom were tbe owners of tbe ship- 
yard where she. was built. They were ou 
the lookout and bad made arrangements 
fur her reception. The steamer Czar, used 
ill the cotton freight bnslaess. dropped 
down the ba.y. and at or near the point 
where the schooner was biillt. the nine- 
ty-three slaves, worth at least $1,000 each 
at that time were transferred to her. The 
Czar sailed back up the bay. passed Mobile 
without stopping, and up the Alabama 
river to a plantation thirty or forty miles 
luland, where the slaves were lauded. Sub- 
seipieutly they were divided auioiic the 
shipowners and sold to the nelghborluu' 
planters. 

"Nearly all of the slaves were youm: 
males. There were a few women. I re- 
member them as robust, siilciiilld-looklim 
young fellows. If nnythbiK siiiurlor to the 
average of our A in erica 11 necroes. I nar- 
tlciilarly remember that some of tliem bore 
on their faces tribal marks tattooed or 
cut In some way. 

"I was liifornied at tbe time of tbe land- 
ing that the schooner had a pleasant and 
altogether satisfactory voyace from the 
Congo, without noteworthy lacldeut of any 
kind. The negroes wore without exception 
In fine health wbeu they arrived, and not 
one died on tbe trip over. Tboy had not 
been bound and they bad comfortable ac- 
commodations on the sbli^— at least they 
were not subjected to any crueU.v or hard- 
ship. I was told that they were allowed lo 
come on deck and take o.xeiclse at times. 
So far as I could sen; lliey showed no evi- 
dences of distress mental or otherwise. 

"Not long after the landliiK the war 
broke out; Alaliaiiia .secwlcd. nnd. of course 
I becanie a confederate soldier. I forgot to 
say that the schooner as soon as she had 
transferred tlie slaves to the Czar, was 
tired and burned to tbe water's edce by 
her owners. This wa.s to conceal as far as 
practicable, every evidence of her hlstorv. 
She had served her purpose, nnd U was 
better to Bocrlflce her than to run the haz- 
ard of getting into trouble on account of 
her piracy. So her owners probably 
thought. ' _ 

"I resume the thread of the story: I 
Bftw little of the Africans durlne the war. 
though once, when I was nt home on fur- 
lough, I did see some of them, and .they 
had learned to speak Knt'Ilsh brokenly. In 
ISCd. the war belnc ended, I entered the 
sawm'Il buh-Iucss at Mobile, nnd I had koiuo 
of these Africans In my employ. I knew 
them well. They were good workmen, 
si end V nnd reliable, bettor than most ue^ro 
laborers. Last year I visited Molille. nnd 
aL'iiin saw some of them, .'several ov,n 
their own Iiomes In Mobile, nnd I believe, 
as a rule, these nofcroes are doliic well, as 
compared with the native so-enlled Afro- 
Amerloiius.

UiBVBLOPMBNT OP THE ISIjAND. 

The area o£ Vauoouvor Idland is four- 
tifthfi that oC Novii Scotia. It coutains 
perhaps as much arable lajid as Xova 
Scotia. We itaow that the correctiiL-rci 
o'f this statement -will be challenged, but 
it ifi not iu:ule hustily. Nova Scotia coii- 
tiiiis about 2,000,000 acres of imiirovod 
land, ol which about one-half is in crop. 
This Island has an area in acree of over 
10,000,000, and we helieve if the quality 
of, land, ivhlch is improved in Nova 
Scotia, were improved hero, it -would be 
easily possible to utilize one-tenth of the 
area for cultivation and . one-tenth for 
pasture. The far-famed Annapolis val- 
ley is tbo banner portion of Nova Scotia, 
from a farming point of view, yet tliere 
is more than one valley in Vancouver 
ifeland jt*t as extensive, just as fertile 
and' in the enjojTnent of just as good a 
climate. There is iio compiLrisou be- 
tween the timber resources of this Is- 
land and those of Nova Scotia, the form- 
er 'being so immensely greater than the 
latter. There is probably nowhere in 
the -world an are.i of 16,000 square miles 
■sVhich contains so much timber of so good 
a quality as Vancouver Island. It is not 
extravagant to claim that there is, as 
tnucii coal oh this Island' os in Nova 
Scotia. There ib probably at least as 
much iron, and the auality is as good, 
r^ova Scotia has nothing to be sot 
against our copper xniaes, and.'tbe knoTrn 
deposits of auriferous quartz and our 
bcoch sands carry much more than 
enough gold to offset the Nova' Scotia 
liroduction of this metal, The fisheries 
oft our . coast are equal to those of Nova 
Scotia. And as the Eastern p-;'*ii>co lies 
out in the Atlantic ou the way towards 
Kurope, so Vancouver Island licts out on 
tlin Facitic on the way towards Asiii. 
Nova Scotia has a great number oE 
towns and cities. Among them are ITall- 
fax, Sydney, Yarmouth, Lninenburg, 
Liverpool, Amherst, Annapolis, Pictou, 
Now Glasgow, StoUarton, Kentville, and 
eo many more that a column ol' the Col- 
onist would be needed to give the lisl; as 
Bet out in the Atlasse?. The populatioi' 
of the province Is probably eight times as 
great as that of this Island. Down on 
tlie -west end of Nova Scotia is the city 
of Yarmouth. Its iwpulation must be 
between 7,000 and lO.QOO^ A railway 
runs to It, and there are lines of steam- 
ertj from it to Boston, Mnif^., St. John 
and other places. We do not recall llmt 
•when it was proposed to subsidize a rail 
way. ,to deyelpp this .steamabip:, JjUfflpess, 
auy one cried out' against it because it 
would hurt Halifax, yet that is what 
some people in Victoria .toll you v,-heu 
you advocate a railway to the north end 
of Vancouver Island, substituting, of 
course, Victoria f or ' HUlifilx. But this 
is a digreteion, although it is worth 
thinking over. 

We put it to tiio people of yictoria and 
Vancouver Island gont-'uiiy, if the . de- 
velopment of this niaguilicent territory 
around us is uot worthy dCthe best effort 
that they can put forward. For this de- 
velopment certain things .ire necessary. 
Indeed they are al)6ohilely essential. One 
of them, and perhaiw the chief, is a rail- 
way to the north end of the Island. 
Others are railway ferries to the Main- 
land. We .say ferries advisedly, for the 
development which 'Will ensue on this 
Island, when once a progressive policy is 
entered upon, \v-ill call for more than one 
railway ferry. The railway to the North 
niyist he located with good judgment. It 
will necessarily utilize all or nearly all 
of the E. & N. as a part of a through 
line, hxit for the remainder of this dis- 
tance it ought to be located with a view 
to future mining development. It ought 
also to be built so as to allow fast ^un- 
ning;,'^ because it is certain to become a 
veri'; important paseengiir line. , 

The public mind must be kept concen- 
trated upon this subject. By and hye, 
and we hope very soon, action will be 
necessary. We do not 8agg93t that this 
city oiight to bonus such^ road. On the 
contrary, if the city does its duty in the 
.way of promoting ferry connection, it 
will immensely etrengthon its claim upon 
<hV ; provincial and /f^oral^. governments 
lor ' the' aid; reqtiisifej tq'^^^^^ the- early 
co'n^tru<Hion otii^Birail^ay.' The effort; 
to be exerted luii^t be chiefly, if not al- 



together, a moral effort.' The who! 
weight ■ of the city's influence should ■ be 
thrown, with that of the other sections 
ot the Island, in favor of this extremely 
important project. The influence of our 
Island representatives ill both the local 
Legislature and the House' of 'Commons 
will doubtlces be'^pnt'fprtli to the'' same 
end. The time has come ^or a long pull, 
and a strong pull, and a pull altogether. 
Let us have it. 



AN ADMONITION. 

It is timely to utter a word ot warning 
against the danger which confronts com- 
munities as well as individuals when 
any experience calculated to engender 
great joy is felt. On such occasions 
people aro apt to delude themselves into 
the belief, which creeps on them all mi- 
conscioMsly, that such things arc lasting. 
That wo should all rejoice that thought- 
ful Nature has seen fit .to order a 
change from the monotonous climatic 
conditions which have palled upon us, is 
very natural and very proper. Tin- 
constant succession of sunshiny days, 
with flowers in bloom and the birds 
twittering In the troes, soon palls upon 
the senses and -we yearn for a ehan^•e. 
But let us not make the mistako of s\ip- 
posing that such charming conditions 
oi\n bo lasting. They will pass awiiy 
all too speedily, and it is right that we 
should try and nerve ourselves to await 
with becoming fortitude a reluni of the 
time when Old Sol and a cloutUcss sky 
l>e:im down upon US with untiring faith- 
fulness.

" Quo Vadis," as a play, tell ox- 
ii-emely llat hcri'. So it did in London. 
Wo think the explanation is that our 
people feel the obligation to rovercii 
The Cliureh Times has lately ontered a 
strong protest against a play with the 
highly objectionable title, " The Prince 
of Peace." In 'the course of this play a 
marriage ceremony is performed, with 
an attempt to reproduce all tin 
solemnity of such a function in West 
minster Abbey, and "Tbo Voice That 
Broathod O'er Eden" Is sung, together 
with other h.vmns. The Church Times 
thinks tliiri " shocking," and we do not 
think the adjective at all too strong. 
Tlie only possible object of such a thing 
is to present something novel in the way 
of a spectacular exhibition, and we think 
matters, usually termed sacred, ought to 
bo loft untnuohod for that purpose. If 
any good lesson were taught by them, 
it would be quite another matter, but 
none Is, neither does any one pretend 
that the object is to teach n lesson. Very 
much has been said recently about th 
desirability of realism on the stage. We 
think the plea extravagant. Realism 
so-called, is only a substitute for genius, 
and a very poor one at that. JIany 
plays are so realistic that they are raw. 
The actor is not content to drink imag- 
inary V/'ine, but must have champngne. 
Ho will not go through the motion of 
kiss, but must actually imprint one on 
tbe lady's face. True art suggests, nnd 
the imagination does the rest. But this 
is apart from what we sot out to speak 
of, which is the obligation to reverence 
for things that are deemed sacred. 

Like many other things of n religious 
nature, this obligation is frequently mis- 
roprcsentedi Much is made of the real 
or supposed effect of reverence upon the 
Deity, and little or nothing of its elTeet 
upon ourselves. TTie suggestion that we 
can add anytliing to or detract anything 
from that which is Omnipotent. Omnis- 
cient and Omnipresent is unthinkable. 
Tlie effect is upon ourselves. "As o 
man thtnketh, so Is he." If wc have 
high ideals, and respect them, we are 
bettor men anil women tlian if our ideals 
aro base. The highest possible ideal if 
that W,e should live as becomes children 
of a Divine Father. Everything wliich 
tends to the development of that 
thought is ,a powerful agenc.v for the 
bottorment of mankind, nnd, conse- 
quently, anything calculated to destroy 
snch an ideal works injury. There arc 
two classes of agencies at work in the 
wbrld-;-thaf Is; the mOral vf-orld — one for 
good and the other for evil. Irrcvcr- 
enco is certainly among tbe latter. It 
belittles the man who practices it. lie 
makes himself thereby appear ito be the 
crown of the edifice of creation, the 
ultimate consummation of life, nnd down 
in the bottom of our Iiearfs wi> all know 
that wo are pretty poor stuff at best, 
and hence sneh self-c\-albitian leads 
immediately to debasement. We need 
something above, beyond and far better 
than onrselrcs, towards which our as- 
pirations may be directed. We need 
something lliat will take us abov(! the 
grind of labor in its hundred forms, and 
show us that there is_ something better 
nnd nobler than material triumphs, 
which are often gained only to be lost. 
Meiieo it is a good thing to observe re- 
ligions eereniOTiies, even regarding the 
matter fnmi a jiurely tempornr.v point of 
view. Many e.^ccellent people rarely go 
to any church. They have Kot out of 
the way of doing so, and this, and 
nothing else, is the reason wh.v they do 
not attend. Possibly they aro just as 
correct in their lives as the average of 
regular church attendants. . Neverthe- 
less they miss something by their , omis- 
sion. The practice of attending church 
and joining respectfully in the services 
begets reverence, and reverence stimu- 
lates thought by/clevating. i|(out .,of the 
rut of daily routine. Day a'fter day a 
man goes to' his workshop^ his store or 
hi.s odU'e, and pursues much the samo 
routine. When Sunday comes he is just 
as likely as not to remain in the week- 
day rut, so far as hi.S thoughts go, unless 
lie makes tt-practice, of attending services 
and partlclpatlng in thetai' .- ■<■■.. > 
. .This" artlcle/has drifted a long way 
from its starting point', but' it: is' jiist' ns 



well sometimes to let the thoughts drift, 
especially when the ciirr'ent' sets in the 
right direction. So we will close by say- 
ing that reverence for things pertaining 
to God enobles tlie man. All mankind 
in all ages have stretched out their 
hands, more or less feebly and more or 
less intelligently, to a - Father, whom 
their hearts told, them must be some- 
where in the mysterious universe beyond 
the ken of actual sight. " Our Father, 
which art in Heaven," is not simply the 
beginning of a prayer", it is' the heart- 
cry of humanity.

They are read and 
thrown aside to add to the litter., This 
distribution is absolutely prohibited in 
some cities, and ought to be prohibited

A new religious sect is gaining ground in 
I'eensylvaula.

The piclving is the most e.xteii.sive opera- 
tion of nil, and takes most time. "Whether 
in the barn or on the lield, all of the 
work has to be done by hand. The nuts 
nre thrown into large baskets, and the 
vines lire made into large stacks or stored 
away in a loft, for they make hay which 
i.s really more nourishing for the average 
mule than timothy. Tho vine is a little 
too rough for a horse's throat, but it is 
a luxury t-o tho average southern mule, 
who will grow fat ou peanut hay, and 
nothing else. In all fields Kome of tho 
vines will be blackened and the nuts be a 
poor (luality. Tht^e are left on tli' 
ground, uud later the pigs are turned into 
tlie lield. Tliey eat everything tliat in left 
except tho roots. The famou.s Imuis 
cured in Virginia owe mo.st of their 
Quality to the fact that the pigs have 
lived partly upon nuts before being turn 
ed into smoked meat, and have not been 
fed the sour milk and garbago from the 
farmer's kitchen. 

Ot late years a quantity ot tho bag pea- 
nuts have gone to manufacturers of 
cheap coffee, to be roasted and mixed 
with the coffee berry and then ground 
to be sold ill packugee as clioice iloeha 
and Marncaibo. 

While mo.st of the American imts are 
grovrn in Eastern Virginia and North 
Carolina and Tennessee, the peiinut licbls 
are beginning to be ciiltivaled in parhs of 
Louisiana and .N'ebriiMka. .Vfler raising 
several crojks the average peanut lields 
needs to be heavily fertilized with lime 
cr marl, as the plant exhausts the mdl. 

During a fair year the American pea- 
nut crop will average nearly ri.UUO.OOl) 
Lushels, estimating twenty-two pounds to 
tho bushel. This is but a Bmall propor- 
tion of the world's crop, however, which 
aggregates fully 550,000,000 pounds. It is 
calculated that we eat iiboiil .-?1 0,1 lOO.OnO 
wortli of peanuts yearly, or -1,1)00,000 
liusluds of the nuts, either in candy or 
the original kernels. Tlie sliucks OT 
.shells form also good food for pigs, while 
us alread.v stated peanut vines are ii 
lirst-class fodder for mules. 

A'erv few iieanuts are eaten out of the 
jiud in' Europe, although fully 400.000,0(10 
pounds are sent to Great IJritain every 
year from Africa and Asia. U'hey ar" 
converted into oil and a sort of Hour at 
faelories at Marseilles and several Eng- 
lish cities. A Tiushcl of the genuine pea- 
nuts shelled can be pressed into about a 
gallon of oil, which is subatituted for 
olivo and other table olUi very frequently. 
It sells for from GO cents to $1 a gallon, 
and the meal or flour left after pressure 
i.s used for feeding horses nnd baked in- 
to a kind of bread which has n large wale 
in Germany and France.

To the book agent life is a refusal, a 
constaiil rebutV, a continual struggle 
against the tide of human opinion, a 
negative (|iiantity, or, rather, a iiiiaiitity 
of negatives. ■ 

No wonder tho tribe is becoming 
gradually extinct, as shown liy the re- 
turns of the twelfth census. The pros- 
pect is that the next ten years will see 
the passing of the book agent consum- 
mated, and his professional exordinm, 
long the terror of count let^s thousainls, 
will have failed from the memory oi' 
mankind, unless, indeed, some enterpris- 
ing collector of graphoph.iue records 
should induce one of the " Last of the 
Mohicans " to bi'ealbe into the niiichine 
those once dreaded words, and thus pre- 
serve the same to future generations as 
an ant liropiilogical curiosity. 

Of cinii-se, iu considering the book 
agent we have always regai-ded him as 
without feelings of his own, a sort of 
human machine, so to speak, which was 
wound iij) and which it was desirable to 
stop liy any means. Those new inein- 
liers of the profession who are really 
gifted with an inconvenient auiount pf 
sensitiveness usually abandon the field 
in a short lime, leaving it to others 
whose nerve ;ind philosoplilcnl natures 
justify, to a largo extent, tlio popular 
oiiinioii of them. 

Th(> hook agent who suece(>ils, or, 
rather, who has succeeded (and there 
have been some suchi, was a remarkable 
person, not wholly undeserving the at- 
tontion of the poet and historian. Yet. 
alas! so little is humiiii genius apiireciat- 
ed in certain walks of life that the pos- 
sessor of vending genius for an amount 
far exceeding its real value seiMus rathe'- 
ini'lineil to ire than to admiration when 
he thinks of the insinuating address and 
irresistibli! ebxpience of the agent. 

There is a well-known book agont in 
this oily whose success in the past has 
enabled liim to amass quite a little for- 
tune. But that, as he says, "wos lie- 
fore the doors of the government de- 
partments wore closed to us." To de- 
scribe tlie career and analyze the genius 
of this individual would require the 
ability of a Plutarch or a Tacitus. 

With the indomitable perseverance of 
a Grant or a Wellington, and an elo- 
quence that would persuade an atheist 
to buy a Bible, or an evangelist to in- 
vest in Paine's "Age ot Reason," ho ^\ as 
undoubtedly the Caesar of Washington 
book agents. Aa the qualities of this 
gifted man were leost appreciated by 
those who had the best opportunities of 
rendering thcni homage, so bis memory 
will not descend to posterity garlanded 
with the laurels of fume or encircled by 
the tide of public approbation. The best 
monuments of his ability, however, are 
found to-day in numerous households in 
tiiose costly and ponderous topies which 
are reverently left to slumber beneath 
the nccumulatiug dust ot lime. 

This gontlenuin is an instance ot the 
successful book agent of a former period. 
But there are others. The tribe lias 
fallen upon "hard times" in these lat- 
ter days, and the nourishing book can- 
vasser is to-day something ot a rnra 
avis. He meets with little encourage- 
ment uiuni his weary way, and his ai)- 
I)earance seimis to be a signal for tlie 
closing of the hunuin heart and piii-se, 
figuratively speaking, with a bang— to 
sav nothing of the door. 

The attitude of society gonorally 
towards the average boid< agent pro- 
duces different efleets upon various indi- 
viduals. Koine, whose supply of the 
" milk of liuman kindness " was always 
perhaps somewhat indirTerenl in quan- 
tity and finality, after the first d.ay's ex- 
perience in canvassing, become com- 
pletely curdled as to that commodity, 
nnd innnifCRt ever thereafter an _exas- 
pprntinc insolence of manner which is 
not enleulated to procure for them a 
large measure of success in any walk of 
life. 

/ Others of somewhat sen.sitive natures, 
being soon rebun'cd, end their book- 
' canvassing career in utter failure. Those 
I persons, however, who are gifteil with 
' what Pope Gregory tho Great called the 
"terrible gift of familiarity," nnd which 
is described in more modern, if less 
classic, parlance as the "gift of gab," 
cimti-ive to make book-canvassiiii,' pay, 
even under the present adverse condi- 
tions. But even tlieae few are begin- 
ning to recognize tlie fact that they may 
employ their abilities more advantage- 
ously in other lield.s, nnd so they are 
gradually drifting into more ambitious 
pursuits. 

.\s regards the unsuccessful book 
ajienis, ihe wonder in many instances ns 
to what induced them tn follow the 
vocation is only exceed^^d by the marvel 
as to what will be their fate when this 
apparently last hope fails them, as fail 
it is reasonably sure to do. Tho wistful 
look that meets a refusal in some cases 
carries with it a certain pathos which 
is less easil.v denied. This, of course, is 
a more one-sided view of the " soft " 
book agont. There are many persons 
whose worldly tact and ability in small 
matters enable them to " borrow " from 
(he credulous book canvassers in order 
to " examine " llie work, and wlio either 
liolilely return the same after an ex- 
tenil(>d interval or show a deep appre- 
ciation of its merits bv retaining it, 
without, however, going thro\if;h the for- 
trinllt.v of offering any remuneration. 
Those are doubtless the same individuals 
who accumulate librnries by . the simple 
iirocoss ot borrowing • and never return- 
ing, -t :. ; ■, 

The pnssinp of- the book agent in this 
city is principally attributable to th" 
closing of tlie public departments rind 
many private ofilce buildings • to can- 
vassing of every description'. Besides 
this, there is to be taken 'into considera- 
tion the fact that the advertisinp of the 
latest volumes through tho medium of 
tho press has very materially increased. 

As the general public has guarded it- 
seilf.i individually and ■ eollectivcl.v, . more 
nnd more against the wiles of the most 
persuasive book agent, so also the most 
sprightly- and "cheeky". . of r that "genus 
homo " have become gradually disheart- 
ened, and "are about " giving it up as a 
bad job."— Washington Times.
